AGAINST DUKES. 
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THE CHARGES 


The Bill ef Particulars on Which His Disbarment t¥ 
Askec, 

l xnroxntows, May 17.—In court to-day Colo- 
nel Jobn Collinsarose with a bundle of papers 
in bis hand, one of which was the bill of par- 
ticulars drawn up egainst Dukes to show why 
he snould be expelled from the bar of Fay- 
elite county. Among the other documents 
with which the venerable colonel was fortified 
was a copy of che Philadelphia Times con- 
taining a recent decision of the supreme 
court, affirming the decision of a 
lower court in disvarring. a lawyer who had 
taken part in tarring and feathering a crimi- 
nal. ‘The colonel was ready to show that ifa 
nan could be disbarred forsuch a mild of- 
fense as that there oughtto be no question 
about disbarring one whois guilty of the 
crimes committed by N. L.. Dukes. The 
specified charges against Dukes were then 
read, and Mr. Boyle asked that he be allowed 
time toexaminethem, This wasgranted and 
the case continuedto June court, when it is 
expected that it will be decided, exceptions 
having first been filed and the testimony 
taken in the rezular way. . 

The ch rges as specified contain six counts, 
the second of which includes nine particulars: 
They charge the writing of the lettersto Nutt; 
that the 'etters are iibels on Miss Nutt and 
Messrs. Hagan, Kennedy, Frey and Bugardus, 
two of them fellow members of the bar; that 
these letters show that Dukes advised the 
father to procure abortion upon his daughter; 
that he isa self-confessed eaves-dropper and 
spy, and that he is guilty of traducing char- 
acter and betraying friendship; that Dukes is 
grossly immoral and depraved, un'‘aithful, 
untruthful, unscrupulous, vile, cruel, beart- 
less and shameless; that he bas forfeited the 
respect and esteem of the community and of 
the barand brought disgrace upon himself 
and the profession, and finally, thdt Dukes 
hes proved himseif so lacking in moral char- 
» disqualify him, under the rules of 
this court and the laws ofthis commonwealth, 
for the practice of law at this bar.

PHILADELPHIA, May i17.—It the synod of 
the Reformed Presbyterian church to-day, a 
letter was received from the Irish synod as 
follows: The times we live in are full of tur- 
moil, and change is making itself perceptible, 
not only in political matters, but also in re- 
ligious matiers. We should seek by every 
measure to encourage the hearts of each 
other. We are far from deprecating the spirit 
of inquiry, whether in regard to the political 
situation of the ace, or whether in the manner 
of doctrine or mode of duty. We believe itis our 
duty to la»or to maintain and hand down the 
principles of the church to. posterity. The 
peace of country is much improved. The 
letter continued: ‘*‘Wedonotneed to inform 
you of the lawlessness and crime which have 
been producing almost a reign of terrorin 
this country, especially in the south and 


west. The seed. sown by unscrupulous and 
misguided agitators, whose aim it is 
to sever the connections of 
this country with Great sritain 


have been reaped in a bitter harvest, not 
withstanding the benevolent efforts of the 
imperial parliament, as embodied in recent 
legislation, to remedy the present evil under 
which the country hasso long groaned, by 
limiting the power of landlord eviction, and 
securing the interest of ihe occupiers of the 


land in the holding in which they and 
their fathers have invested their 
capital, whetuer of money or of jJabor. Hu- 


man life is ruthlessly sacrificed. Sach is the 
state of society in the disturbed portions of

MISTAKE. 


lie Falls Into the Muands of a Couple of Bunce Citi- 
zena. 

New York, May 17.—The Kev. I. P. Rog- 
ers, a Roman Catholic priest, on a visit to 
this city from boston, was the victimyof a 
swindler. While walking through Chatham 
street he was accosted by a man who called 
him by name and said he had formerly lived 
in his parish. He was now amanufacturer in 
Jersey City, where he had a cloth factory. 
He was anxious that Father Rogers should 
examine some _ of bis samples and 
take some with him to Boston to show his 
friends. The priest with much reluctance 
accompanied him to a house on Chatham 
street, where the priest's former parishioner 
was joined by a confederate. Another man 
soon madé appearance and told the 
‘manufacturer’ that he bad won $100 by a 
new kind of game. He took from his pocket 
several slips of paper and proceeded to illus- 
trate how he had won the money. They 
began to play, and the priest 
chided tnem for indulging in the sin- 
ful game. He watched ‘it, however, and saw 
how easy a man with capital could 
break the bank; and to show the *‘manufact- 
urer’’ how it could be done he put down a 
ten dollar bill and won $100. He refused to 
take the money, bowever, remarking that he 
did net need it, aud only wanted to show bis 
friend that he could win. He then put the 
$10 into his pocket-bovk, which the ‘“*manu- 
facturer’”’ snatched out of his hand and passed 
it to one of the confederates, who ran out. 
Father Rogers called for belp, and Henry 
Schaffenberg. the proprietor, came running 
in and seized the priest. ‘‘Vy you make so 
much noise in mine house?’’ he cried, and 
held him until. the ‘manufacturer’ and 
his companions had escaped. Sach was the 
story that Father Rogers told Officer McGin- 
ley, of the Fourth police precinct, woo ar- 
rested Schaffenberg and: took him to the

Cheated in Chicage. 

Cuicaco, May 17.—The executive commis- 
sion of the cigar makers union yesterday af- 
ternoon heard the testimony of six young 
girls employed by one Behrman, on . Kinzie 
street. it was shown that they work from six 
a.m. topine p. m., and on three nights of the 
week till 11 p. m., making bunches for cigars. 
The majority of them received $3 per week 
and in order to make a profit from this scanty 
pittance he charges them one cent per minute 
for lost time. When the health inspector 
visits the place the proprietor manages to 
secrete such children as are under age. 
Other tyrannical practices are alleged, and it 
is said the place is only a type of others in 
the city. 

BoseMas, Montano, May 17.—The sheriff 
of this county received from Gallatin on 
Tuesday night a telegram stating that a riot 
had occurred among the laborors on the 
Northern Pacific railway, and that the town 
was in the hands ofthe mob.

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THE IRISH SENTENCES. 


THE TRIALS OF THE PHOGNILA 
PARK PRISONERS OVER. 


Five Mon Given Ten Yeare, and One Five— the Hang- 
ing of Curley To-day—Tne Pope’s Letter Uadcer 
R.view—Prussia and the Vatican—A Bec- 
ond Canai Across the Sucz-E'e. 


Dustin, May 17.—James Mullett, Bdward 
O’Brien, Edward McCaffray, Daniel Delaney, 
William Maroney and Thogiss Doyle, all of 


whom had pleaded guilty to the charge of 


conspiracy to murder, were arraigned in 
court for sentence this morning. The first 
five were each sentenced to ten years’ penal 
servitude, and Doyle to five years’ penal 
servitude. The crown decided to drop the 
criminal charge against McCaffray of having 
participated in the murder of Burke, Judge 
O’Brien, in passing sentence upon James 
Mullett, said: *‘There is more known con- 
cerning you than has been made public. I 
believe you were present during the attack 
on Juror Field.’’ Mullett: replied: ‘I was 
not.” The judge then adverted_ to 
the principal sh@re the prisoner had 
taken in organizing the conspiracy to mur- 
der. Mathias Brady, who was charged with 
threatening the foreman of the jury which 
convicted his brother, Joe Brady, pleaded 
cuilty to the charge, but the crown and the 
person threatened assented to his discharge. 
‘The trial of Peter Doyle, om the charge ol 
conspiracy to murder, was postponed op ac- 
count of sickness. He was in court this 
morning, but was so weak that he had to be 


supported by the warden. Judge O’Brien 
after sentencing the men, discharged 


be special jury panel which was summoned 

to try the cases of the men charged with the 
Phoenix park murder and other crimes. He 
took oveasion to praise the manner in which 
the arduous and painful labors of the jurors 
had been performed. The special business 
of the commission was econcluded to-day. 
Daniel Curley, another of the condemned 
Phoenix park murderers, is to be hanged to- 
morrow. lis father and wife visited him 
to-day, and bade him farewell. They were 
very much distressed but the prisoner was 
firm. 

The trials of Gibney and Kingston, who 
yesterday pleaded not guilty to the cburge of 
conspiracy to murder, have been postponed 
until the next ass'zes. 

THE POPE'S LETTER. . 

Deusirs, May 17.—Mr. O'Donnell, member 
of parliament for Durgarvan,in a letter to 
the Freeman’s Journa! referring to the pope’s 
circular to the Irish bishops, says that the vati- 
can has been mislead by the specious men- 
dacity which has availed itself of the mon- 
strous ignorance of Irish affairs prevailing at 
Rome. He characterizes Mr. Errington, who 
bas been the medium of communication be- 
tween Great Britain and the vatican, as a 
sneak and renegade, and says the attention 
of the vatican should be called to the crime 
fostered by England’s inforcement of the in- 
famous land codes. 

A meeting was held here last nigbt in sup- 
port of the Parnell testimonial. Thomas 
Sexton, M,P., for sligo county, one of the 
speakers, violently attacked the government, 
which he declared was the worst that ever 
ruled over Ireland. He said the papal circular 
applied only to the clergy and not to the 
laity. Hethought it might be desirable to 
send a deputation to Rome to explain to the 
pope the true condition of affairs im. Ireland. 
He said the Irish people were sorry to lose the 
vaiuable services of the clergy, but that with 
or without these allies, the movement must 
goon. His speech was grected with cheers. 
Two priest’s were present at the meeting and 
joined in the applause. 
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CETEWayYO De FSBATED. 


The lethmus Caual-Germany and the Vatican—An 
English Fatlure. 

Dursan, Natal, May 17.—News has been 
received that King Cetawayo, having ad- 
vanced to attack Oham aud Usibehu, the lat 
ter chiefs combined their forces and utterly 
routed Cetewayo. The first accounts of the 
engagement put the loss at 6,000 men, but 
this is probably exaggerated. 

Panis, May 17.—Ylse Figaro publishes a 
letter from Count de Lesséps stating that the 
Suez canal company propuse to cut a second 
canal across the isthmus. 

It is semi-officially announced that the re- 
ply of Prussia to the last note of the vatican 
makes no reference to an organic revision of 
the May laws. It is stated that Bismarck has 
informed the friends of the vatican thatit will 
never aguin receive such favorable offers from 
Prussia as those now under consideration and 
it will surely repent if it rejects them. 

The lhabiuities of the stock speculators, 
Turtons & Haddow, whose failure was an- 
nounced yesterday, are 220,000 pounds, 

Beruin, May 17.—The Emperor William 
has given his consent to the retirement of 
many of the high oflicers of thearmy. This, 
it is thought, shows that the government 
despairs of passing the bill increasing the 
per$ions, 

Lonpow, Ma@y 17.—A dispatch to the Daily 
Telegraplt ffomt Vienna says the suitan bas 
agreed to GOnvoke a Turkish parliament 
which will resemble the assembly of 1876. It 
will be composed of representatives of all 
religions, and will meet in October. 

MiapRID, May 17.—Senor Martos, who has 
hitherto been reserved in his demeanor to- 
ward the monarchy, headed a deputativp 
which called upon King Al!fonso to-day tu 
protest against the reduction of duties on 
Indian rice. The king received him cor- 
It is probable that in the event of a 
chanze in the cabinet Senor Martos will be 
ofiered a portfolio. 

The duke of Edinburgh and Lord Wolsley 
have started for Moscow to attend the cere- 
mony of the coronation of the czar. 
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THE BRAZILIAN MINISTRY. 


Mexicans Kelations with England—The Peruvian 
‘Dreaty. : 

Rio pe Janerro, May 17.—The Brazilian 
minister has resigned. Sennor Sarawa wiil 
probably be the next prime minister. 

Lima, Peru, May 17.—The Diario official 
and ki Commercial republish the news al 
ready given concerning the signing of the 
treaty of peace, and state that it is confirmed 
by the Jatest intelligence brought by the 
steamers from the south. It is not, however, 
generally credited here. 

Mexico, May 17:—Tbe president has sent a 
meéssaye 10 Congress asking authority to settle 
foreign debts. He asks to be permitted to in- 
crease the import duties five per cent, In 
official circles the Evglish debt question is re- 
gardeJ as practically settled. Tue renewal of 
diplomatic relations with England has been 
virtually arranged. 


WRECK BO BY A WHALE, 


| Orew of a Norwegian Hark Keseuod in Midecean-A

“ft wason April 30, about 7 o’cloek,"’ Cap- 
tain Cornelinsseh said, *‘that we struck the 


whale, It was about midway between the 
Azorea and Newfoundtand. We had a fresh 
northerly breeze, with all sails set. and were 
making about seven knotsan hour, our course 
being west by north. At7 o'clock the-crew 
were piped to breakfast. Just after we sat 
down at the table the ship seemed to strike a 
rock and trembled lik a leaf. We ali ran on 
deck, the crew rushing from the forecastle, 
and looking over ~the bow, and the 
mate and myself running to the windward 
side of the bark. By this time the 
ship was again moving ahead, and nobody 
could see anything but the blue water, which 
made it seem impossible that we could have 
struck arock, Iran to the keel to see if any- 
thing came up there, but nothing appeared. 
Looking from the bow I fonnd that the fore 
stern post was gone. Wekept to our course 
until the next morning, when the breeze 
having slackened, I put out in a boat with 
two or three men to examine the extend of 
our damage. A great dent. two or three feet 
long, and extending above the water line, 
had been sinashed in our bow. Sticking to 
the splintered timbers in several places was 
a leathery looking dubstance, black on one 
side and white on the other. The bark was 
tossing so that it was dangerous for us to gat 
underneath the bow. | managed to get one 
of these pieces, about half the size of my 
hand» 1 knew itin amoment, and s9 did the 
crew when they saw it. It was a piece of the 
skin of a whale, with a bit of the blubber at 
tached, The rock we had struck was a whale. 
We could see a much larger piece farther 
down, a8 the bark lifted out of the water, but 
we were unable to get it. I preserved the 
piece which I secured in spirits, to exhibit to 
Mr lL. G. Larsea, the owner of the bark, on 
my return to Sandejord, but it was lost with 
a good many other things; when we finally 
abandoned the bark. The next day we had 
fine weather and a good breeze from the south 
I found ‘the ship was leaking some, but not 
enough to alerm me. Inthe evening the 
wind worked around into the north, anda 
squalicameup. Then the ship began to list 
worse, and I set the pumps at work. Six of 
tne men were kept all the time at the pumps 
and I had to keep three of the other six on 
the decks. Soevery man had to work four 
hours and be off only two. We managed to 
continue this until the next day, May 5.when 
the crew had become completely worn out. 
They finally dropped work and came to me 
in a body, the carpenter and sailmaker speak- 


ing for them. They said they couldn’t 
stand the work much longer, and 
unless something else was done, 


we would ali be lost. The constant pound- 
ing of the water on the bow had forced out 
all the cakum and widened the seams, I 
turned the bark about and sailed eastward, 
in order to avoid the force of the waves as 
they were thrown against us by the winds. 
The water had nearly reachedthe coals, and 
when it got there I knew the fine coal would 
stop the pumps.. We were watching every 
moment fora sail, to getachance to leave 
her. We worked that night forour lives. Then 
we sighted th@® Leerdam going _ west- 
ward. We shaped our course t get 
as near her as possible, and I 
put ont the signal ‘B. C. M.’—'I have to 
leave my ship.’ They saw itand came within 
hailing distarice. Captain Slirrendregt sent 
Second Mate Potger in the boat, with six men. 
The men left the pumps and sprang for her as 
soon as she came alongside. Two fell into the 
water, but were rescued by the boat’s erew. 
My wife vas injured by failing upon a taut 
rope. The saiiors left everything behind 
them, and [ saved but litile. The sea was 
high, and the boat's crew did gallant work 
and ran great risk in coming alongside.”

GALLOWS IN GEORGIA. 


TO-DAY'S EXSCUTIONS IN WARE 
AND OGLETHORPE. 


The Rope for Jonee’s Passage Through the Trap— 
Maliguirg a Good Woman—Practicing Hanging 
—The Postponement of Stevenson's Execa- 
tion— Makivg a Dog Do Sarvicr, E a, 


To day two murderers will pay the forfeit 
of their crimes in this state. Jones, who 
murdered his wife in Oglethorpe, after vain 
efforts to cheat the gallows, will be executed 
in Lexington. A fate more richly deserved 
never before followed the commission of 
crime. The whole course of the murderer, 
ever since he made life for his childbride a 
toriure, up to the bloody d@ed of which he 
has been convicted, and liis demeanor since 
the trial, show him to bea man utterly de- 
praved. The other victim of the gallows is 
Henry Knight, a negro, who was covvicted 
last April in Ware superior court of murder. 
He will be hanged in Waycross. 

Especial interest has been taken in the 
Jones tragedy. The youth of his victim, the 
merciless manner in which he hounded her 
down to her death, and his denunciation of 
his mother-in-law, have attracted toward him 
the attention of the reading public. He has 
steadily refused to receive spiritual consola- 
tion, and has had to be watched continually 
to prevent his committing suicide. The fol- 
lowing special Jispatch from Tue Constirve 
TION’s representative on the ground willshow 
that the felon approaches the grave in a des- 
perate and unrepentent mood: 

“LEXINGTON, Ga,, May 17,6:59 p. m.—At 
this hour Jones is still alive, though very 
pale and in a gasping condition. This morn- 
ing he secured, by some means, a small piece 
of tin, with which he madea frightful gash 
in- the main artery of-his left arm. Dr. Will 
ingham and wr. Faust were called in, and, 
after much difficulty. succeeded in stopping 
the flow of blood. His condition is critical, 
and he may not survive, though the doctors 
will sit up with him all night to watch him. 
The execution will take place at 12 o’clock.” 

BUYING THE FATAL HEMP, 
From the Athens Banner. 

Mr. G. W. Smith was in the city Monday, 
and bought of T. Fleming & Sons the rope to 
hang Jones. It will require fifteen yards. 
The gallows is now up and was built by Henry 
Luther. It works with trap-doors, but don’t 
seem to work with the ease necessary. Some 
improvements will have to be made upon it. 

A friend from Oglethorpe yesterday called 
our attention to a statement made by Jones, 
the wife murderer, published in this paper, 
that seriously reflects upon an excellent-fam- 
ily. The editor was absent when the article 
appeared, and we neverread it until yester- 
day. Jones claims that too much mother-in- 
law was the cause of his rash act, and seeks 
to cast reflection upon the character of that 
unfortunate lady. Now we intimately know 
this family, and they are our personal friends. 
Mrs. Mathews (Jones’ mother-in-law) belong to 
one of the best families in this section, and 
her name has ever been beyond reproach. 
She hasthe misf rtuneto be poor, but has 
ever deported herself ina proper manner, 
and no one has ever heard aword of reproactr 
against her. This wasa happy family until 
this wretch entered it, and to his door alone 
may all blame be laid. Not content with 
murdering his girl-wife in cold blood, he now 
seeks to blast her good name as also that of 
the mother. As he will soon pay the ex- 
treme penalty for bis crime -wesmpibhdorbear 
comment, and only write this much to clear 
from an unjast charge an unfortunate and 
helplesslady. 

THE RESPITE OF

The jail seemed to be the center of attraction 
and a crowd hung around all day, talking to 
the condemned man, who seemed willing to 
gratify theircuriosity, and even said that “he 
was sorry they were so badly disappointed.” 
The crowd assured him that this was the 
second time, but they would be on hand the 
8th of June to witness his departure. The 
prisoner either does not appreciate the 
gravity and peril of his situation 
or has become indifferent to it and appeared 
to enjoy the attention he attracted from the 
crowd. While the coarse jests and flippant 
remarks in reference to himself and his im- 
pending doom tbat were ovcasionally heard in 
the crowd showed a want of that feeling 
which would seem to be proper under such 
circumstances. During the day at least balf 
the crowd visited the gallows which had been 
erected the day before. A long line of con- 
veyances and persons on foot might have 
been seen during the morning wending their 
way to the lveation selected for the hanging 
as intently asif there had been no respite 
granted, Theaction of Governor Boynton 
has placed the responsibility of acting in the 
case upon Governor McDaniel, who will 
doubtless give the facts that careful consider- 
ation the importance of the cese demands.

The county comrmis- 
sionersand the mayorand council of Americus 
wisely took all precautionary steps to prevent the 
spread of the disease—so far their eftorts have been 
successful. They also. we believe, asked informa- 
tion 68 to the power of their bodies in making euch 
measures and restrictions necessary to prevent the 
spread of the disease of the governor, and. aid in 
srealing it. Thisstep was thought wise and so 
turned out. The governofappointed Pr. Thomas 
Raines to Visit the counties infected and take with 
him vaccine matter to be distributed to the sec- 
tions needing it, asheisa gentleman of large ex- 
perience in the treatment of the disease. The doc- 
tor has visited Grangerville, and reports about fif- 
teen Cases there: he has visited the smailpox of this 
county, and finds three cases, which are doing well, 
with a good chance to soon be well. The doctor 
was met by the board of commicesiouers of Sumpter 
who are glad that he has been here, and they feel, 
in common with the people of Americus, that the 
action of the governor in sending him here was 
both wise and commendable. He has left with the 
commissioners enough matter to vaccinate one hun- 
dred and fifty persons, and in Macon connty he 
left enough to vaccemate three hundred  per- 
s0u8, The doctor's visit does not cost Macon nor 
cumter counties one cent.

BETTER ROADS NEEDED. 
if the legislature in July could and should 


levy a road tax on each person in the state 


equal to whathe or she lost during the past 
year on account of bad roads, the people 
would be both astonished and indignant. 
They would be astonished at the magnitude 
of the tax, and they would declare that they 
could never pay the tx. And yet they 
will pay the tax this year, and not a 
dollar of it will go toward bettering the 
condition of the county roads. The tax goes 
on inthe shape of damages to wagons, bar- 
ness apd stock, interfering with business, loss 
of time in transportation, bindrance and vex- 
ation and expense generally—an onerous tax 
upon every farmer and business nman—and 
the cause of it all becomes if anything more 
damaging each year. This is not business 
gense. This willnot build up the country 
districts or increase the size of the trade cen- 
ters. Why should it then goon? This is in- 
deed a difficult question, and the only answer 
is, because it has been the practice, and 
the proverbial conserva‘ism of the country is 
mot ready forachange. Butif each member 
of the legislature would give one half of one 
day to a close calculation of the difference be- 
tween good roads and bad roals in his own 
business, we believe means would soon be 
found to give Georgia such roads as Tennessee 
and Kentucky and nearly all the northern 
states enjoy and profitfrom. The process of 
indirect taxation without any return 
whatever, wouli then be stopped. The 
farmer and the merchant would no longer 


have to suspend operations durng the 
muddy weeks of the year. The doctor could 
make his calls without fear of 


personal injury. The children could go to 
echoo), and religious and social movements 
would no longer depend upon the state of the 
publichighways. Progressive Georgia can- 
mol lougir afford to have roads that would be 
a diserace to a new state in the far west. The 
wate is one of the original thirteen, and it is 
certainly time that the work of mending her 
ways was begun. One half ofthe acipm] dam- 
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ofa few years, suffice to give every 
county in the state turnpikes 
that the rains migh undermine but could 
notrender miry. Senator Butler, of South 
Carolina, is giving bis vacation to this great 
economy, and all over the country there is an 
heightened appreciation of the value of good 
roads, and of the waste and demoralization 
that attend poor roads. 


STOVES AND HOLLOW WARE. 

A stove and hollow ware factory is to be 
established, we are glad to state, in Memphis. 
There should be one in Atlanta, because all 
the country alorgor near the eight trunk 
lines that enterthe city, wants stoves. The 
kitchens are tojbe reorganized, and stoves 
suited to the climate will be needed by thous- 
ands. We have cheap iron of many varieties 
near at hand, and coal forsteam purposes will 
be offered at $2a ton before the necessary 
buildings of such a factory could be erected. 
There is money in such an enterprise. Men of 
experience in the manufacture of stoves 
would be -heartily welcomed, and all who 
join in making stoves in Atlanta would be- 
come public benefactors. For the people of 
the south cannot afford to send their iron to 
New York or Pennsylvania, and buy it back 
in the form of stoves, paying freight rates 
both ways, and reaping none of the benefits 
of manufacture. A factory in Atlanta would 
have superb facilities for distribution, and it 
could undersell any northern factory, and yet 
margin of profit. Sucha 
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retain a handsome 


factory meeds a large capital and a 
large amount of experience, but 
both of these things can be had, 


and the pariies who go into the business will 
have a veritable bonanza. at least, until 
rivalry is encountered in their own field. 
They will not fear northern rivalry; for all 
the “natural and transportation advantages 
will bein their favor. We should lay the 
corner stone of a stove factory by the opening 
of the Georgia Pacific road to Birmingham, 
We needa great many other factories in or- 
der to make the south what it is capable of 
becoming, but we need no factory more than 
a stove factory. 


, 
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THE SOUTH AND THE NEGRO. 

We have already alluded briefly and casu- 
ally to the discussion which has sprang up in 
the Georgia newspapers in regard to the fa- 
ture of the negro in the south, particularly 
in regard to the question of his moral and 
mental adyancement. Practically, there is 
no difference of -opinion in Georgia as to the 
duty of the white people, no difference of 
opinion as to the necessity that presses upon 
them. The discussion to which we allude is 
simply the result of a series of curious at- 
tacks that have been made upon the negro 
race by one or two of our exchanges; but it 
is avery timely discussion, as we took occa- 
sion to say the other day, and even‘the views 
of the few who allow their prejudices to over. 
come their judgment are worth considering. 
If the discussion is to proceed, however, as 
we trust it will, the facts that lie at the basis 
of the whole question should be fairly stated 
and considered. More than that, they should 
be promptly recognized, for those who fail to 
recognize facts can never hope to inyent argu- 
ments. Let us see what these facts are. 

In the first place, the negro in this state is 
a citizen anda voter, not by virtue of the 
reconstruction acts, or any act of congress, 
but by virtue of the laws of Georgia. In 
the second place, he is in Georgia to stay. 
Nothing can be mere certain than this, Even 
were his inclinations in the direction of emi- 
gration, the necessities of the farmers of 
Georgia are such that they cannot get along 
without his labor. We had apractical illustra- 
tion of thisa few years ago, when the legisla- 
ture of the state passed a law intended to pre- 
vent the operations of emigration agents, 
from Mississippi and other southwestern 
states. It is impossible for the people of the 
south, either now or hereafter, to get along 


without the negro. A place has 
been made for him here by 
providence, iate, circumstances, what 
you will. A place has been made for him, 


and he is here to fill it. Whether -he shall 
go, or whether he shall go, is not a question 
of policy, it is a matter of necessity, and 
against this necessity mere prejudice wiil 
break in vain. We speak of the prejudice of 
individuals alone, for the southern people 
have no prejudice against the negro. 


Now these are the facts—first, 
that the negro is a citizen and a 
voter, and, second, that he will 


remain in Georgia and in the south. There 
are one or two other facts as important as 
these, which we propose to consider in some 
future article. Meantime, a partial discussion 
of the whole matter will be found in another 
column from the pen of a correspondent of 
the Macon Telegraph, who signs himself ‘‘A 
Georgia Bourbon.’ The letter of this cor- 
respondent is brief and vigorous, and prac- 
tically covers the whole ground, but some of 
his statements are important enough to bear 
elaborating. His views upon the points upon 
which he touches are the views of the demo- 
cratic masses of Georgia. | 

The correspondent of the Telegraph dis- 
poses of the question of negro ecucation; but 
let us suppose that it is still a question. 
W hat are the arguments used by the few who 
are opposed to the enlightenment of the col- 
ored citizen? First, that the education of 
the negro does not prevent him from becom- 
ing a criminal; but throws in his way facili- 
ties for the commission of crime; and, second, 
that 1t demoralizes him as a laborer. 

Now, as to the first argument, it has sim- 
ply this to rest on—that it is as applicable to 
the whites as to the blacks. It is probable 
that the majority. of white criminals have 
some sort of an education, but is this an ar- 
gument against education? The law against 
murder does not prevent murder; is this any 
reason why the law against murder should be 
repealed? It is not so much 4n education as 
itisenlightenment that the negro race is to get. 
Willenlighteoment make the race worse? The 
argument is both silly and preposterous; it 
has neither reason nor common sense tostand 
upon. 

_And the second argument, that the educa- 
tion of the negro demoralizes him asa laborer 
is equally as absurd, It can only be demon- 
strated by individual examples, and for every 
negro loafer that can read and write we en- 


gage to produce a dozen negroes 
whose labor and condition have 
been improved by the littl edu- 
cation they have recq@yed. Butit should be 
borne in inind hat education _ is 
the cause of 


ber industry nor 
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economy. Itsimply gives an intelligent di- 
rection to the faculties of those who are 
naturally industrious and economical. Does 
this seem to be a narrow view of the results 
of education? Let the reader bear in mind 
that we are speaking of the rudimentary edu- 
cation which the negroes are so largely 
seeking.

THE NEGRO PRUBLEM. 

Editors Telegraph and Messenger: In your issue 
of May 13 there appeared an article signed ‘Phe 
nix,’’ touching what is popularly called ‘‘the negro 
problem.’’ In the preface which you append to 
this article you say truly that this question should 
receive the attention of all, and you invite discus- 
sions of it which are fair and sensible. 

I have a few words which I wish to say touching 
this question, and I am sure they will be fair words, 
if not sensible, for among them there shall not be 
found anything that savors of personalism, unless 
it be a personality to say I regret that your 
correspondent did not omit from his article the per. 
sonal and unfair thrust at Rev. Mr. Haygood. Iam 
not this gentieman's attorney. I differ with him in 
some of his views. I have differed with him pub- 
licly, but I know him to be an honest, able man, 
and I am sure his past life and eminent services 
ought to proteet him against such thrusw as your 
correspondent makes, Dr. Haygood is not devoting 
himself to aiding the supremacy of an obnoxious 
element in social standiug over our own people. 
He would notif he could, and he could not if he 
would, for social supremacy or subordination is not 
affected by any of the works he performs. No man 
ought to feel his social status in danger from any 
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‘be bereft of his social p 
educating the colored people is socially, 
at ft outset, Moreover, Dr. Haygood has 
contributed more money in ptoportion to his means 
to the education of poor white boys since the war 
than any mao in Georgian. A part of the salary 
which, esagent of the Slater fund, he receives, goes 
to help pay the expenses of poor boys in Emory 
college. For some of theta he has even bought 
clothipg, and they were boys to whom he owed 
nothing inany way, shape or form. It seems to 
mesuchn services at least entitle him to respect in 
the public prints of this, his native state. Such un- 
ealled for flings at a distinguished eilizen of the 
state, who has contributed so tanch to the ednca- 
tional improvement of the country, irmpress stran- 
gersas very peculiar, if not wicked, Jiutto the 
question. 

The negroes are here to stay. Colonization 1“ 
physica:ly iinpoesivle, even if they would cousent 
to be colonizea, This ts settled. 

The negre is going tobe educated. The constr 
tntion of Georgia adopted in 1°77, the work of a 
democratic convention, incorsed by democratic 
votes, provides for his education equally with the 
whites, His common school education is provided 
for, and his collegiate education isto be helped on. 

The state annvally appropriates $5,000 to the 
University of Georgia, at Athens, and $5,000 to th® 
colored college in Atlanta. This the constitution 
of the state fixes. Moreover, large sums of money, 
given by northern philanthopists to the cause of 
education among the colored people, are already 
invested, and the interest.is being used for this pur- 
pose. The question of this education 1s setued 
therefore, and it is useless to discuss that question. 

But there are some questions open, and one is: 
Shall the south have a hand in their education, or 
shall it be left whollv in the nandsof our euemies, 
who, along with the literary iastruction given the 
negro, scatter tbe germs of insubordination and 
disorderliness? It does not seem to me that any 
man eught to be longin answering this qnestion. 
if the negrois to be educated, our own people had 
best have to do with it, that all evil principles and 
dangerous influences may be eliminated from his 
instruction. ‘The fuet that heretofore this work bas 
been left almost entirely io northern hands ex- 
plains many of the evils which have come from 
his education so far. The question is to be consid. 
ered in the light of another fact, 
viz: that the northern people who generally 
come south-to teach in negro schools are the most 
noted and worst elements of the north. Ofttimes 
they are peopie who #re so trifling that they can get 
nothing to do at the north, and conie to this work 
from sheer necessity, Shall we leave this work to 
our enemies, and our worst enemies, to do, or shal] 
we take some oversight of the work? We are, by 
the compulsion of our constitution, compelled to 
furnish the money. Are we to Stand idly by and 
see our enemies aim agains: us the prejudices of 
this race and use our own money for our injury, or 
ehall we take part in this work and do what we can 
te prevent mischief coming of all this matter’? For 
one, my patriotism, allows me but one answer to 
this question. 

Moreover, it is to be considered that it is less dan- 
rerous to educate a majority of the negroesthan to 
educate a few. If we leave the great body ignorant, 
and northern teachers educate a few negroes, they 
willimpose upon the credulity of the ignorant ones 
to arouse insurreciions and a multitude of other 
unnamed ills. 

I do not believe that education necessarily 
diminishes crime. and I know that the education 
of the colored people through a certain class of 
no: thern teachers will increase crime. So I welcome 
the day when such men as Atticus G. Haygood, 
Morgan Calloway and James E. Evans begin to take 
hold of this work.

Senator Brown in Texas. 
From the Waco. Examiner. 
GOVERNOR BROWN’S SPEECH. 

At the close of the address by Dr. Boyce the ven- 
eruble and celebrated Governor J. E. Brown, of 
Georgia, was called upon by Dr. Boyce, and made 
an address to the convention in favor of aid to the 
coliege, taking as his subject the history of the 
wondertul Baptist preacher, Charles H. Spurgeon, 
of England, and his work in building up theologig, 
cal seminaries and benevolent institutions, The 
great governor of Georgia is a man of impressive 
appearance, of extremely neat style, and 
n perfect gentleman of the old school. He was 
dressed in a plain suit of black, with a watch chain 
of plain gold and of simple workmanship. His 
style is as neat and trim asif he had just come out 
of a bandbox, or from under the hand of a hair 
dresser. A fine head, partially bald, but covered 
behind with neatly dressed hair of gray and 
grizzly color, of some length, and wavy curis 
sets off a face well worthy of a critical study. 
The brow is not massive, but of unusua! full- 
ness in front, overshadowing a pair of brilliant 
eyes 80 as to make them appear sunken, and pro 
ducicg a resurrection of the image of Horace 
Greeley. The nose is shapely andthe mouth large, 
but what would make the celebrated governor 
most noticeable in a crowd isa long and shapely 
white beard so beautiful that old men might envs 
itand young men might consent to become old men 
in order to possess it. Itwas avery att ntive au- 
dience which listened to this remarkable man, 
though the speech was simple in style almost with- 
cut gesture, in facta mere narraiive, but it was @ 
speech in composition, clearin expression, cohe 
rentin thought and conclusive in argument.

‘It seems more like iron. Is it possible that it is 
made of paper?”’ nen 

“Oh, yes; almost anything can now be made of 
paper. A paper ball can be rendered so solid that 
nothing will indent it but a diamond tool. Car 
wheels are NOW rade of } paper, Its strength is as- 


tonishing. You can suspend 339 pounds from a, 
Bauk of England note, and it will not part. Bath 
tubs, pots, plates, knives, forks, cookipg-stoves, 


printing presses, steam engines. and chimneys are 
pade of peper nowadays, and there is absolutely 
no limit to the uses to W hich it may be put.” 

“Have paper Cross ties ever been used?” — 

“Not yet. The cross tie is my invention.’ 

“How did you happen to think of it?” 

“Well, I didn’t happen tothink of it, exac'ly, | 
started out deliberately to invent a subst titute for 
the wooden cross tie or sleeper, and kept steadily 
at it until I was seccessful.. Ithought of paper. 
Thereare scores of millsin the country where pa- 
per, straw, prairie grass, and other fbrous sub- 
stances are converted into straw board.

The straw 1s reduced to a pulp and run 
outinto boards. These straw boards are sold all 
over the country a8 substitutes for wood. My in- 
yention utilizesstraw board. The cross tie is con- 
structed of sheets or layers of paper or straw board, 
isid one upon another, cemerted and compressed 
into molds. It makes a perfect cross tie. Itis prac- 
tically water and fire proof,as itis manufactured 
under 500 degrees of heat. Atmospheric changes 
have no effect ou it. It can be made as cheap #8 
wood at the present time, and will last at least 
twenty-five years.

A WAR PREDICTED BETWEEN RUS- 
SIA AND GERMANY. 


A Ruestan in Atlante, Telis What He Thinks About 
Ruesian Affairs, end the Prosprc's of that Ua- 
heppy Land—He Thinke tbe Emperor 
Will Declare War Againet Germary 


Baron von Caub, who eccmmands a Russian regi 
ment of five hundred men, and who ts nowin the 
city, thinks that a war between his country and 
Germany isimminent. His idea is that affairs have 
reached such a state of ferment in Russia, that the 
powers that be feel it necessary to draw the atten- 
tion of the people away from home affairs and center 
it on ssinething else. It is thought that such a 
course would tend to solidify the people of Russia 
and make peace at bome by bringing about war 
abroad. It is most likely he considers that the row 
will be made with Germany, and that o:her powers 
of Europe will be drawn into the fight. To the 
average American who basks in the sunshine of 
peace, prosperity and happiness, the situation of 
affairs in Russia is appalling. In America the great 
political parties struggle, but the struggle is one of 
peace and nobody dreams of blowing a ruler 


upto g°t him outof the way. The president of the 
United States gallops around with the boys, while 
he emperor of Russia is hedged about by nuimer- 
ous Gevices for preventing assassination and is 
guarded bv fifteen hundred soldiers all the time. 
“Uneasy rests the head that wears a crown.” Or, 
rather, that is soon to Wear one. If the people of 
tussia would shoot their man and say no more 
about it, they would be acting more in ‘ec- 
cordance with the American plan, but to 
blow a ruler through the ceiling, and to let his son, 
who succeeds him, live in continual expectation of 
being sent the way of all the earth instanter, seems 
to bea rather bungling way of doing things. The 
emperor should go to some secluded nook and take 
arest. Butaccording to Baron Von Caub there is 
aprobabiliry that he will pursue a very different 
policy. Said the baron, who by the way is searred 
with shells thrown inthe Russo Turkish war: 

“In my opinion there will be a big war in a short 
time between Russia and Germany. 1 say Ger- 
many beeause it looks like Germany is to be the 
power that the war will be made on. . The emperor 
of Russia is the personal enemy of the crown prince 
of Prussia, ihe next crown price. of 
of Germany. Both countries are ready, and the 
Russian soldiers expect it. Russia now has 1,400.000 
men and can call out 4,000,000 at three days notice. 
The frouticr of Germany is now guarded by 400,000 
soldiers, Alexander is to play a desperate game— 
the same thing that Napolevou tried to doin France 
in 1870. Itismy tirm conviction that in less than 
one year Germany and Russia will be at war.”’ 

‘What will be the result?’ 

‘*The result will be that there will be a great Eu- 
ropean war—a war between all the powers. When 
the war breaks out. France will favor Russia and 
give her financial aid. Austria has already con- 
tracted to favor Germany. Italy will be the-corner 
stone of Germany and Austria. The United States 
aud England wiil be left to furnish supplies and 
reap the money return that will grow out of the 
war. In other words, Kogland and America will 
get the benelit and we will have all the trouble.’’ 

‘*Do you belfeve that the emperor will be assassi- 
nated or thatany attempt will be made to kill him 
at the corovation ”’’ 

“! donot. Heis too securely guarded for that. 
He isto be crowned about the 10th of Junein the 
Kremel palace at Moscow, which has been guarded 
fora year by 1,200 grenadiers, Atthe coronation 
no civil persons will be allowed. Theonly persons 
who will be there will be the officers of the army 
in citizens clothes, but armed to the teeth. The 
palace in which he lives nowis guarded by 1,5v0 
soldiers, and at every door are double guards. 
There are twelve pass-words which have to be giv- 
en atdifferent points to different guards before 
onecan reach the palace. When the emperor drives 
out he isguarded by 300 Cossacks On herseback.”’ 

*You think a war is inevitabic?’’ 

“Unquestionably. <All the past history of the 
country and the present state of affairs points to 
such a result. Alexander knows the situation and 
he will declare warin an effort to draw the atten- 
tion of the people away from what they are think- 
ing aboutatthistime. To understand both parties 
in Russia, I mean the parties of Romanoff and Dol- 
gourouki, it is necessary to know that the Emperor 
Aiexander Ii. was married twice. Itake a special 
meaning in the word married. In foreign coun- 
tries everywhere the Princess Dolgourouki was 
known as bis mistress, She was certainly his mis-. 
tress al the time when he was married to the Ger- 
man princess.”’ 

Ihe tirst wife of the emperor died in 1880, and in 
1881 he married Doigourouki, his former mistress, 
by whom he had two sons before he married her. 
Butin spite of all his so-called merrying she had 
only been hismistress. Buta large party in Russia _ 
would have the sons of Dolgourouki on the throne 
asthe sonps of Alexander II, under these circum- 
stances. Thepresentemperor has German blood, 
and his wife is a German princess. The Russians do 
not want anything but Slavisch blood on the throne. 
The anti German party is at presentthe party of 
Secbeleff. Heisthe Russian geueral who made so 
much excitement in Paris and Vienna, 
tnrough his anti-German speeco last jear, 
The antu-German party hutes the house of Komanotit 
not alone on account of the fact that Alexander Il. 
married a German princess, but also because Alex: 
ander III. married another German princess. ‘They 
hate them, also, because they are uneducated and 
on account of the fact that Alexander III. uses all 
his power to ruin the nobility of Russia. The army 
is also in ny with the anti German party, 
and the only help the house of Romanoff has is 
from the church, which has its influence only on 
the lower class. Butin the lower class a revolu- 
tionary feeling is growing on account of the bad 
financial condition of thecountry. The farmers in 
the western districts of Russia want to have more 
land and threaten thatifthey cannot getitany other 
way they willtake it by force. In the last two 
years we have had twenty-two outbreaks on that 
aecount. This land that the farmers want is held 
by the government and embraces a tract three 
times as large as Georgia. ‘The social democrats 
have made the farmers believe that the emperor 
spends more than the whole income from taxes. 
‘The country is unquestionably bankrupt, and that 
fact alone would bring abouta revolution im two 
years more. The Baltie district, Livland, Curland 
and Esthiand, is very much excited on account of 
ihe emperor taking the ,ighis of the people awuy, 
and they are ready to fight at a moment’s notice. 
The nobility is in astew because the emperor takes 
away their property and gives it to the farmers. 
He loses there because he makes enemiesof the no- 
bility and gains nothivg with the farmers. Before 
the nobility held him up Now it does not. There 
is opposition te the government, too, because it is 
known to be rotten from the highest to the lowest.,”’ 

‘*How are the revolutionary parties divided ?’’ 

‘‘The parties that are against the house of Roma- 
noff are the social demecrats, the liberals and the 
uuti German, the anti-Catholic and that party 
which was before free, but is now under the yoke of 
Kussia. This opposition to the government makes 
it necessary that something must be done to draw 
the atientfon of the people out of the present chan- 
ne)}.” 

‘Who are really the nihilists’?’’ 

“Properly speaking, the nihilist party is the ter- 
roristen party That party is divided into six 
classes, and aj] the six go under the name of ‘*Wole 
narod.’’ The party is divided in committees located 
at the following places: A general commit‘ee at st. 
Petersburg, a secondin Kief,a third in Odessa, a 
fourth in Moscow, a fifth in Switzerland and a 
sixth in Monaca. These two last committees sent 
the revolutionary placards to Russia, The switzer- 
land committee has a branch committee in France, 
which is under Prince Krapotkip, This terroristen 
party embraces the bitter enemies of the govern- 
ment, and is the true nihilistic party. The others 
favora republic, but the terroristens arein favor of 
an equal division of property and conducting 
things upon the plan agopted by Lycurgus when 
he brought order out of chaos in Creece.’’ 

' ‘‘Do you believe that Russia will ever be a repub- 
ic F toe 

‘Yes; ina hundred years orso,”’

GEORGE JOHNSON DEAD. 


The @Old Showman'’s Eventtul aud Chequered Life 
Prawn to a Close. 
George Johnson, Atlauta’s “native’’ showman, is 
dead. He died yesterday evening at his homs, cor- 
ner of Broad and Hunter stree!s, aftera lingering 
illness. Nearly everybodyin Atlanta knew John- 
son. Hie was one of the old Jandmarks. Like all 
men who live and die Johnson hasa history, but his 
history is a strange one. dis life was full of 
hard fought battles aad disappointments, butnever 
did his energy abate until disease took from him all] 
power to act, and then upon his sick bed he was as 
restiess as when upon his feet in the prime of life, 
Johnson was born in Belfast, Ireland, and, while 
alad, married in England. Soou after marrying 
he emigrated to America. and about forty years ago 
landedin New York. He was young, strong aud 
active, and began life in the new world as a show- 
man, and witha circus came south in 1850. During 
that season he visited Augusta and became so im- 
pressed with th place that he quit the road and 
located, Intwo years his energy gaye him quite a 
start in life, but in 1552 he lost all he had by a> big 
fire. He then moved to Atlanta and opened a tent 
show on Decatur street, where the Willingham 
building now stands. Again he was successful, and 
inafew years he abandoned the show business and 
opened a barroom on Alabama street, near where 
Lowry’s bank nhowis. Soon he embarked in the 
hotel bus ness, and when the war broke out John 
son was worth about $18,000. During the war he 
wentto Macon where be remained until the peace 
was deciarced, when he came back to Atlanta. Soon 
after the war he built Atlan'ta’s first theatre. It was 


known as the sell] Johnson hall, and 
is the building which now stands 
at the corner of Broad and Alabama Streets. 


Thisinvestment was a bad one and it made Johnson 
abankrupt. Again he went into the show bu-iness 
and from Johu Kabiuson purchased a side show eiv- 
ing @ mortgaze on a nouseand lot which he owned 
near the mineral spring. ‘The show season was a 
bad one and John-on lost his house and lot. A few 
Years agohe opened a menagerie on Broad street, 
lie had a stuffed lion, tiger, mermaid, a mummy, 
ete., Which brought him a living. From Broad 
Street he moved to Decatur street, where he was 
knocked in the bead one night, from which he come 


near dying. Siuce then John- 
son’s _ilife has reat been an Cusy 
one, Oneby one his stuffed collection disappear- 


ed until his show was scittered to tue four winds, 
reveral times during life he was in well-to-do cir- 
cumstances, but reverses always caye and Johnson 
diedapoorman. His funeral will take place from 
the Catholic church to-day. He was a about 62 
years of aye.
